The noon+days are warm’ 
but the temperature has not been above 
85, and only a small part of the day at 
that. We have had a forést of blooming 
laurel around us for the past two weeks 
but now another member of the same 
floral family is coming into notice, and 
the pink-and- white rhododendrums 
Woom im profusion at our-—very door. 


deck our parlor and piazza with them. 
but the great number gathered are 


_From our windows we look out op a 
sea. of, mountains beneath us and ona 
clear day we have an unobstructed view 


‘Mountains, is against the horizon, 
Hawk’s Bill: and ‘Table Rock are also 
prominent pointsin the distance, grand- 
father Mountain is to our right, and al- 
though higher than Mt. Washington, 
is covered with a green growth to the 
very summit. The form ofthe moun- 
tain gives it its name, brow, nose, sunk- 
en lips and prominent chin speak of 
old age.

We often watch them ap- 
proach from a distance and while one 
part of the view is dark the bright sun- 
light illumines the other, Then when 
the mist and fog cover the mountain 
picture we can easily believe we have 
an ocean at our very door. While the 
stars were shining over our heads last 
evening the electric battery was play- 
ing in the distance and such a display 


cumstance. 

Acaller from one of the mountain 
homes has just left the piazza where 
I am writing, she said in her talk, ‘I 
was real anxious ‘to go down the moun- 
tain last winter, for I never got to see 
the train much, you know, and my 
mother lived to be 81 years and never 
saw even the ‘Narrow Guage’, refer- 
ring to the branch road of -the Pied- 
mont Air Line, which comes up into 
these mountain districts as far as Le- 
noir, 20 miles down the mountain, A 
family of men, women and children 
have also just left the door, They 
brought chickens, eggs, buttcr and gar- 
dén vegetables. They have walked five 
miles up the mountain side fo sell a 
few dollars worth. These people have 
lived here the most of their lives with- 
out contact with the outside world, The 
necessities of life are hard for them to 
get and they have never known super- 
fluity. They are able to receive know- 
ledge and have latent ability but much 
of the knowledge of the world is a 
blank to them, ' 

The A. M. A. school here has done 
much good work and the children show 
the excellent training they are having, 
I had charge of the Skyland Institute 
Sunday-school, June 24, in the absence 


of the regular teacher and reviewed 


the lessons of tthe last quarter with 
them. Their knowledge and answers 
would do credit to any class, 

I have told you perhaps too much of 
this locality to tell you all I wish to 
of Hudson, 25 miles from here where, 
we spent last year and where we 
intend to stay next year. We have ta- 
ken charge of the school and have be- 
come responsible to furnish teachers, 
school supplies and repairs on the build- 
ing. In this interest we have issued 
circulars asking for funds of our north-

THE FAMILY GOAT. 
An Unappreciated Milk Producer Whose 
Forage Is Cheap. 

The goat as a mlik producer is hardly 
appreciated in this country. But in the 
old world the family goat is only less 
esteemed than the family cow. The milk 
is considered better than that from Jer- 
sey cows for culinary purposes, 

There is, moreover, one great advan- 
tage in goat keeping over cows. It is 
this—that a cow usually provides a 
much larger quantity of milk than can 
be utilized-in its natural state-in the 
household, the consequence being that- 
either a portion must be converted into 
butter so’ many times a week, necessitat- 


ing labor which is not always table 
and frequently unsatisfactory its re- 
sults, or some of the milk has to be sold, 
entailing other inconveniences.

attack books and has been known to 
penetrate through several volumes. An 
instance is mentioned of 27 folio volumes 
being perforated in a straight line by 
the same insect in such a manner that 
by passing a cord through the perfect 
round hole made by it the 27 volumes 
could be raised at once. The wood beetle, 
the same variety that has left pinholes 
in Chippendale and other old chairs and 
bureaus, destroys prints and engravings, 
whether framed or kept in a portfolio. 
The ‘‘deathwatch”’ is likewise accused 
of being a depredator of books, at least 
according to the statements of the keeper 
of the Ashmolean museum, Oxford.—

Let us be sensible, then, 
about. this ‘‘fatness’’ question and see 
clearly where as rational beings, we 
stand.

in their sacks. Blue jays often take a 
position near beehives and fish all day 
for honey. Every returning bee ‘is. 
caught, but not devoured, for birds will 
kill the bee only that they may sip up 
the honéy. .‘ Unless driven away a few 
such bird robbers would’soon depopu- 


aight the They issue in a body 
from the hive and make a:pold attack 
upon the’assassins. In the q' sharp 
conflict that follows the birds invaria- 
bly get defeated. Indeed they do not at- 


tempt to resist the onslaught, but seek 


one of the birds quickly enough; there 
is little hope for the robber. They settle 


down upon him“and’ sting him to death. } 


He may fly away, but the bees cling to 
his back and sides tenaciously. His 
flight soon becomes less energetic and 
more and more uncertain. until at last 
he drops to the earth and gasps out his 
life among the leaves and bushes, while 
the bees return triumphantly to their 
home. ; wt 

In the wild forests the honey lovin; 
birds sometimes make an organized at- 
tempt to drive the bees away from their 
home in the. hollow trunk of a tree, 
They first discover the place of the hid- 
den treasure by following the bees on a 
warm, sunny day, and if there be an 
opening in the tree large enough to ad- 
mit them they plunge down the hole in 
@ body. 

Then there follows a sharp conflict 
inside the tree, the birds snapping at the 
bees and cutting them in tyo at each 
snap. The only chance for the eis to, 
light on the backs and sides of the 
birds, If they fail to do this, they are 
soon routed, and the rich treasures of 
sweets are captured by the enemies. 
These battles terminate in various ways, 
sometimes the bees and sometimes the

The Law’s Delay. 

In a recent lawsuit in Washington 
the court was frequently compelled to 
cut short the cross examination of wit- 
nesses by a certain lawyer who was said 
to believe in ‘‘the quantity rather than 
the quality of questions.’”’
